New Act Before April 20 
Women Will Vote, Secre- 
tary of State Says. 


Women voters of1 Ohio will be en- 


titled to participate" hi the presidential 
primaries April 27, provided no refer- 
endum is ''filed against the Reynolds 
act before April 20. Secretary Of State 
Smith has advised local boards of elec- 
tion. 
The secretary of state will send out 
to local election officials this week 
forms of the ballots to be submitted to 
the voters hi the coming primari^-and 
instructions to voters. 
"si ^." 
There will be two ballots, one mar- 
ing the .names, ol the candidates for 
president and vice-president of -the two 
parties, and the other ballot known as 
the "delegate'ballot,' hear ing: ^hciia 
of "The candidates for delegates and 
alternates at large, and candidates for 
district delegates to the national con- 
ventions, as well as candidates for dele- 
gates and alternates to the conventions 
of the two political parties. 


The RepuBlican presidential ballot 


will have on it the names of Warren 
G. Harding and General Leonird F. 
Wood for president and William Grant 
Webster and Elwood Washington for 
vice-president. 


The Democratic ballot will bear no 
other name thati that of James M- 
Cox for president. 


Women will have a right to express 
their choice for president and also to 
vote for candidates for delegates and 
alternates to the state as well as the 
national convention, according to Sec 
retary of State Smiths instruction. 


Secretary Smith holds that since the 
state platform convention is to elect 
the presidential electors, women are 
therefore entitled ;to vote for delegates 
which go to make up this convention. 
The Reynolds act giving women the 
right to vote in presidential elections 
is short. It reads as follows: "Every 
woman born in the United States, or 
who is the wife or daughter of a citizen 
of the United States, who is over 21 
years of age and possesses the neces- 
sary qualifications in' regard to resi- 
dence hereinafter 
provided for men. 
shall be entitled to vote and be voted 
Tor for member of the board of educa- 
tion and presidential elector and to vote 
and be voted for at any and all primar- 
ies or other elections provided for in 
sections 4953. 4954 and 4955 of the gen- 
eral code and upon no other question." 
Secretary of State Smith has called 
attention to local election officials that 
the granting in these primaries means 
that almost double the usual amount of 
ballots will be necessary and that pro 
visions must also be made for the regis 
(ration of women in cities having regis- 
tration. 


In order to vote in the primaries, 
women as well as the men will be re 
quired to state their politics. It will be 
the first general ejection in the state 
in which women have participated and 
politicians will await results with much 
Interest. 
Democrats will make no special ef- 


fort to have the women vote as there 
is no contest In the 'Democratic pri- 
maries.

Writes Letter While Waiting For Favorable Weather to 


Renew Effort to Cover Distance Between Aleppo and 
Marash—TcIJs of Trip Over Bagdad Railroad. 


That Frank L. Johnson was not ignorant of the peril he faced 


when he left Aleppo, Syria, for the Aintab region where he met his 
death, is indicated by a letter received by the Advocate this morning, 
written by Mr. Johnson Jan. 29. dated at Aleppo. . 


In this letter he tells of the unrest among the natives because of 


the presence of French troops. He also speaks of the wugon ami 
motor truck trains, guarded by soldiers, being fired upon by natives 
between Aleppo and Marash.

According to the Amerfcan Journal 


for Cripples, published in this city, 
Germany issued a peremptory order in 
January requiring the employment of 
her disabled soldiers. All public and 
private industries, offices and adminis- 
trations are directed to employ at least 
one disabled soldier for every 100 per- 
sons on the working staff, making no 
distinction of sex, It is stated. 


In agricultural work the proportion 


must be one disabled soldier to every 
50 employees, and in all cases the 
disabled cannot be discharged except 
with the consent of the workmen's 
committee and after receiving 14 days' 
notice. Private employers who disre- 
gard the order are liable to a fine of 
not more than 10,000 marks.

MAPLE SUGAR TO SOLVE 
GREAT SUGAR QUESTION 


Washington. March 8.—The sugar 
shortage and the approach of "sugar 
weather" lead Department of Agricul- 
ture experts to make the statement 
that many thousands of American far- 
mers throughout a region comprising 
more than a score of states, in the east- 
ern and northeastern part of the United 
States, are overlooking opportunities to 
secure maple sugar and sirup for home 
use. as well as for sale, at very little 
cost. 


While Americans commonly think of 


the maple sugar industry as confined 
largely to circumscribed areas in Xew 
England and-Xew York, there are, as 
a matter of fact, many potential "sugar 
bushes" in the region extending as far 
south as Xorth Carolina and Tennessee 
and westward to northern Missouri. 
Iowa and Minne=ou as well as in 
Washington and Or»gon. 
In a good 
season a tree 15 inche- in diameter will 
yield sufficient sap to make from one 
to six quarts of sirup, which in turn 
can be concentrated into two to ten 
pounds of sugar. 


Discovery was made by government 
investigators of manj proves of sugar 
maples in Xorth Carolina, one of which 
is probably larger than any now to be 
found in Xew England. The owners, 
beinc unaware of the value of the 
trees from the maple-sugar standpoint, 
had bPmin cutting them for lumber at 
an average return "of less than $1.00 a 
tref. La«t season, upon suggestion of 
government experts, there grove's were 
tnpiK-1 ,jn<l yielded sirup that sold for 
$ 4 0 ' a cOlon. 
Revelation of the po-
